ernment, and since one of the firm is a 
genius as a book agent, onea Representative 
in Congress, and the third a well-known 
Washington official, the plan sails gayly on 


the high seas of success. In the selling of the 


books buyers are given to understand the 
government is in the copartnership, when, as 
a matter of fact, it has developed into a 
purely private scheme. One Representative 
in Congress has called the imposition “fraud- 
ulent.“ 

The publication thus nourished and pushed 
before the attention of the people is entitled 
The Messages and Papers of the Presi- 
dents. It is in ten volumes, and is-sold at 
$34, spot cash. It is represented to be a 
limited edition of 10,000 copies, the plates 
having been destroyed; and many a book 
collector and student of American history 
has-been frightened by this last threat into 
an immediate purchase. Many a person also 
has wondered how an official document of 
this sort happens to be on sale like any sub- 
scription book. Involved in the answer.to 
this question is the telling of an a | 
bit of Congressional finesse.

It was compiled by James Daniel 
Richardson, aforementioned member of the 
Committee on Distribution.“ He is from 
Tennessee and has served for years on the 
House Committee on Printing. The work is 
authoritative, and was issued originally from 
the government printing house by a recom- 
mendatſon reported to the House on June 11, 
1804. 


Genesis of the Book Enterprise. 

When first published it was intended that 
the copies were all to be distributed to the 
Senators and Representatives. In June, 
1897, duplicate electrotype plates from which 
the compilation had been printed were de- 
divered to Mr. Richardson by act of Con- 
gress, and some time ago the following page 
advertisement began to appear in all the 
leading magazines: 

Ten magnificent volumes of messages and pa- 
pers of the Presidents, edited by the Hon. James 
D. Richardson, under the direction of Congress, 
authorized by the government, prepared under 
its supervision, indorsed by the government. 

It a private publisher were to undertake to pub- 
lish this work it would cost not less than §1,000,- 
000. Many of the messages were written ander the 
stimulus of strong public excitement, and are 
as interesting as works of fiction. 

The Committee on Distribution has undertaken - 
to distribute the work at a trifle over the cost of 
manufacture and distribution. 

The Hon. Ainsworth HR. Spofford of the Con- 
gressional Library has accepted the position of 
General Secretary of the comamittes appointed to 
the work.

One story was that the primary ballots 
were to be printed and voted according to 
the .Australian system, but it was found 
the primary election law does not allow any 
such method of voting. The other story. 
which has a foundation of fact, was that 
separate ballots be headed with the names 
of the candidates for the nomination, but 
with the identical lists of delegates, the lat- 
ter to consider themselves instructed for the 
candidate receiving a plurality of the votes. 


Snags for the Plan. 

There does not seem to be any Ukell- 
hood, however, of the latter plan being 
adopted for the simple reason it would re- 
quire the consent of the supporters of both 
Judge Carter and Judge Hanecy. Both are 
averse to it—the latter because they are 
anxious to hold Hertz to an open support 
of their candidate, and the former because 
they not only want as many delegates in- 
structed for Judge Carter as possible but 
are desirous, also that the delegates be 
known friends of Judge Carter, who can be 
relied on in the fight for organization of the 
convention. What the Carter advocates 
want and expect to get is delegates who will |: 
be with their candidate on every proposition 
which possibly can come penne the State 
convention. 


To Save 
Pease's plan is reported to differ from 
Hertz’s in that he is only anxious to name 
the delegates to the county convention. 
This is less likely to meet with opposition 
from the candidates for the Gubernatorial 
nomination, but probably will be opposed 
by Lloyd Smith and the other Tanner men | 
in Lake View, who want to oust Pease from 

is committeeship. 

In fact, in a number of wards the main 
attempt of the members of the local ma- 
chine now is to save the committeeships. 
While the Carter plan of campaign does not 
contemplate any interference with the coun- 
ty convention yet it is the rule in politics 
that the tall goes with the hide,“ and, 
losing the delegates to the State convention, 
the machine managers are likely to lose 
them to the county convention also. Ex- 
amples of this are Daniel Kochersperger in 
the Thirty-second, Fred Blount of the 
Twelfth, and several others who practically 
have given up hope of electing delegates to 
Peoria in favor of Hanecy. 

J. T. Lenfesty, a delegate to the Peoria 
convention from Kankakee County, said at 
Judge Carter's headquarters that he and 
one of his colleagues would vote for the 
Judge in the convention. Mr. Lenfesty is 
uninstructed. 

The Twenty-eighth Ward Republican club 
held a meeting last evening at Forty-eighth 
avenue and Indiana street and indorsed 
Judge Carter for Governor.

On top 
of it all occupants ef the City Hall denounce 
them as tax dodg and violators of law,’ 
and apply all sorts of derogatory terms to 
the most reputable firms in the city.“ 


Discouraging, Says W. J. Chalmers. 

Conditions in this city are discouraging,” 
said William J. Chalmers. We are told 
that sufficient, police protection cannot be 
given us because the city has not the money 
to pay for it. Would it not be a better policy 
to go in debt if necessary to secure the 
proper protection? I have read of the ef- 
forts being made by some of our neighbor- 
ing cities to attract Chicago firms. Public 
sentiment should be aroused to bring about 
a more liberal policy on the part of the city. 
There is no way of estimating the injury 
| being done to us daily. I presume that all 
we can do is to wait and hope that an era 
of good feeling will follow this unsettled 


M. B. Madden Hopes for a Change. 
I was talking with a director of a large 
Chicago manufacturing plant today and he 
told me that he knew of one firm that in- 
tended moving to Aurora and of another 
which would move,“ said Martin B. Madden 
of the Western Stone company. There is 
no desire upon my part to injure Chicago 
by speaking of the present conditions. I 
only mention them in the hope that public 
sentiment will be aroused, For the last 
three years there has been a concerted at- 
tack carried on against large firms of this 
city. The labor trouble is only one of the 
evils. The hope of the future lies in enter- 
prise and liberality as it existed five years 
ago.“ 
C. A. Plamondon Urges Reform. 

Our association realizes that there are 
some discriminations against manufactur- 
ers in this city.“ said Charles A. Plamondon, 
President of the Illinois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation. ‘‘ The bad condition of the streets 
causes a loss to large firms in cartage. We 
are willing to be taxed for improvements, 
but we want the improvements carried out 
as planned. Chicago is naturally the best 
manufacturing point in the United States. 
There should be a concerted movement look- 
ing to a correction of the existing evils. 
I do not believe. that any number of firms 
will move out, but the mere suggestion of 
such a possibility is unfortunate. An at- 
tack on the industries of the city is indi- 
rectly an attack on every man who earns 
a dollar in the eity.“

„Mayor Harrison, more than any other 
one man, is responsible for the conditions 
which give rise to the efforts to induce Chi- 
cago concerns to leave here,“ said the man- 
ager of a large local firm.

ISS ELLEN GLASGOW’'S latest 
novel does not quite fulfill the prom- 
de ot The Descendant,” but it 
shows the same marks of more than 
average ability. Its vital defect is 
its lack of unity and dramatic sequence. Its 
redeeming ‘merits are its humor and pathos, 
its vivid Vignettes of Southern character, 
and its excellent portrayal of social and 

litical life in the South since the war. 

iss Glasgow is a Virginian, with a keen 
eye for every foible and every noble trait of 
her people; and her characters have life, but 
she has not yet succeeded in combining them 
into a logical and powerful story. She has 
the talent for portrayal, but not for sus- 
tained dramatic construction. 

In its atmosphere and characters “ The 
Voice of the People „reminds one of Thomas 
Nelson Pages Red Rock.“ Its main 
scenes are laid in a small but intensely proud 
old town called Kingsborough, not many 
miles, from Richmond. The time is chiefly 
since the reconstruction era. The characters 
inclade types both of the old régime and of 
the modern South that knows the trolley 
car. Both types are depicted with a skill and 
sympathy that lend the book a distinction 


which it could never have merely as a story. 


The author’s purpose is to desoribe the 
rise of Nicholas Burr, a poor boy of the 
„common class. Nick's struggles 
class prejudice, against the stigma of a 
shiftiess parentage, and against all the 


Tores that tend to keep him down, consti- 


tute the thread upon which the author's snap 
shots of Southern life are hung. Nicholas’ 
love for Eugénia Battle, the daughter of an 
aristocratic confederate General, furnishes 
the romantic and tragic element. 


Probably it is no mere coincidence that 
Miss Glasgow's hero, with his sandy hair, 
large hands, and uncouth aspect as a boy, 
is strongly suggestive of the descriptions 
of Jefferson in his youth. Nick's first break 
for Üderty occurs when the awkward bare- 


. foot boy begs a book from Judge Bassett, 


and one of the first books he reads is a life 
of Jefferson. The inspiration of that book 
stays with him from that hour to the days 
when he becomes Governor of Virginia.

For Lovers of Wild Flowers. 
„Nature's Garden: An Aid to Knowl- 
edge of Our Wild Flowers and Their In- 


dect Visitors.” 
Illustrated. Doubleday & McClure. 
Neltje Blanchan, the author of two excel- 
lent popular books on birds, has rendered 
a similar service on behalf of American 
wild flowers in Nature's Garden.“ It is 
a handsome volume of 400 large pages, with 
fifty-six superb illustrations of familiar wild 
flowers in their natural colors—the product 
of the ever-wonderful three-color process. 
There are o over sixty excellent half-tone 
illustrations of flowers. The pictures alone 
are an excellent help in identifying flowers. 
The author has described over 500 species 
of wild flowers, arranging their brief and 
spirited life histories on a simple scheme 
of five color groups. The result is an ad- 
mirable popular handbook for the easy iden- 
tification and study of wild flowers. But the 
special raison d’étré for the volume lies in 
thé fact that it is the first to treat the 
subject at length from the view point of 
the interesting and vital relationship be- 
tween the flowers and the insects to which 
each is adapted. Scientists have estimated 
that if all bees should perish more than half 
the flowers in the world would be extermi- 
nated with them for lack of any agency to 
carry their fertilizing pollen. Neltje Blan- 
chan has treated the bees and flowers to- 
gether, and has done it with an originality 
and charm of literary style which may be

THE: SHIPPING SUBSIDY BILL. 
According to a Washington dispatch the 
announcement was made in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce day before yesterday 


that it is the intention of the friends of 


the shipping subsidy bill to try to pass it 
at the present session. If they make that 
attempt there will be no early adjournment 
of Congress. Probably wiser counsels will 
prevail and the effort to jam through an 
objectionable measure, which becomes more 
unpopular the better known are its pro- 
visions, will not be seriously made. 

The subsidy bill has been modified: in 
many of its details, but with all the changes 
that have been made it remains a bill for 
the enrichment of the American line, in- 
stead of the encouragement and expansion 
of American trade and commerce. The bill 
has been drafted to aid passenger boats, 
which are used by Americans who can 
afford to travel back and forth across the 
Atlantic in fine style, rather than the freight 
boats which carry to foreign shores the 
grain, flour, pork, etc., which make up so 
large a share of American exports. 

Those exports are carried mainly in steam- 
ers of eleven knots speed, Such a steamer, 


with a cargo ot 7,500 tons, would receive 


for a round trip between New York and 
Liverpool a subsidy payment of $4,740. 
The St. Louis, one of the American line 
boats, with a cargo capacity of 3,500 tons, 
would receive for the round trip $26,000, be- 
cause the bill makes a far greatter allowance 
to vessels of twenty-one knots’ speed or 
over than to those of eleven knots’ speed. 
In proportion to American exports carried, 


the swift passenger steamer would, receive 


more than eleven times the subsidy of the 
freighter. 
This method of distributing subsidy fund 
may be beneficial to foreign immigrants. 
Last year the boats of the International 
Navigatiofi company brought from Europe 
82,000 steerage passengers, mainly immi- 
grants. This year it will bring more. Were 
it to receive for the comparatively small 
amount of freight carried the heavy sub- 
sidies it is proposed it shall have, that com- 
pany would be in a position where it could 
reduce its steerage rates and thus swell the 
number of immigrants seeking these shores. 
But the volume of immigration is large 
enough now. Bounties should not be voted 
to add to it. | 4 
This subsidy bill is not designed to help 
the American farmer or cattle-raiser. It 
will not make new markets for their prod- 
ucts. It will not give them over competitors 
any advantages they have not now. But 
the bill certainly will aid the American line 
and corporations affiliated with it, like the 
Pennsylvania company. The steamboat 
company will be enabled ‘to give cheaper 
rates to Poles, Hungarians, and Russians 
coming to this country. Why should Ameg- 
icans be taxed to assist immigration which 
is not always desirable? | |

DELEGATES TO CONGRESS. 
Last week the question of Delegate vs. 
Commissioner came up in both branches 
ot Congress. In the House an unsuccess- 
ful attempt was made to amend the 
Hawaiian bill by striking out the provision 
for the eleetion of a Delegate by the quali- 
fied voters and substituting for hi 
missioner, to be appointed by the Governor 
and confirmed by the Senate of Hawaii. 
In the Senate the Porto Rican bill was 
amended by striking out the provision for 
a Delegate to be elected by the dualiſied 
voters, and substituting a Resident Commis- 
sioner, to be elected by them. That Com- 
missioner will not have a seat in the House, 
but “ will be entitled to official recognition 
as such by all departments. f 
This Delegate question was first discussed 
in 1794. In that year James White, who 
had been appointed by the Legislature of 
the territory south ¢f the Ohio, asked to 
be admitted to a seat in the House. The 
ordinance of 1787 for the government pf 


| the Northwest Territory provided that when 


it had 5,000 inhabitants it should have 
a Legislature which might eléct! in joint 
session a Congressional Delegate. When 
the territory south of the Ohio, being 
what is now Tennessee, was sive 

porary government in 1790, it was provided 
that that government should be similar to 
that in the Northwest Territory, So the 
Territorial Legislature coneluded it had a 
right to elect a Delegate, and chose Mr. 
White. 
The House was at first at 4 loss as to 
what to do with him. It was argued that 
the constitution had made no provision 
for Territorial Delegates, and that if the 
House admitted Mr. White it could with 
equal propriety admit a ie ol any 
part of the world.

Chicagoans having knowledge of the large 
earnings of some operatic stars declared 
that the $100,000 received by Mme. Sembrich 
in a year is nothing unusual, and that in fact 
this amount has been exceeded by several 
singers, with fewer engagements than Mme. 
Sembrich filled. Mme. Melba, Mme: Calvé, 
and Jean de Reszke are credited with having 
made at least $125,000 in six months, while 
Mme. Patti is said to have set the high water 
mark with earnings of over $400,000 for a 
season’s work. 
These statements were apropos of the 
New York dispatch in yesterday’s Ti 
to the effect that Mme. Sembrich received 
during her recent six months’ engagements 
in this country about $95,000, and would re- 
ceive for engagements abroad in the same 
year several thousands more. 
“It is extremely difficult to make any com- 
parisons in this matter.“ said a man who is 
thoroughly familiar with the earnings and 
ways of these stars, for the reason their 
total earnings depend entirely on the num- 
ber of engagements they fill. Now, Mme. 
Sembrich is an unsually energetic woman, 
and withal has a capacity for work which 
many of those who are quite her &qual as 
artists have not. She has been a busy 
woman during the last season. I happen to 
know that Mme. Melba and Mme. Calvé, also 
Jean de Reszke, have earned over $125,000 
during a season. This includes five months 
in this country and from one month to two 
months in London and on the continent. 
Mme. Patti, during her tour of South 
America, is credited with having made over 
$400,000. She used to receive $5,000 in gold 
for each perrormance, and she has received 
as high as $8,000 for a night's engagement. 
Mme. Melba and Mme. Calvé have also re- 
ceived some fancy sums, on some occasions 
report placing their earnings as high as 
$6,000 a night. But of course these are 
exceptions. Sometimes they have been con- 
tent with $2,000, and in general they seldom 
have received over $4,000. 
„Jean de Reszke also has been a great 
money maker and has received some fancy 
prices for his work. Van Dyke is another 
who has earned big money. But their year- 
ly earnings depend on how many engage- 
ments they fill. Some of the stars are not

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DE FONTENOY’S LETTER. |

The imperial government at Berlin has 
just taken a step which may be said to af- 


fect every American citizen of German 


birth in this country, by expelling as objec- 
tionable foreigners the Barons Dietrich and 
Wolfgang Böselager, owners of an immense 
amount of landed property in Westphalia, 
and members of: one of the oldest families 
of the Prussian nobility. 

Until now there has always been a diffi- 
culty about the status of American citizens 
of foreign birth when they happened to re- 
turn to their native land. 

The English government does not, as a 
rule, take cognizancetof the action of any 
Briton who secures foreign naturalization, 
regarding his renunciation of his English 
birthright as a piece of mental aberration 
tor which he rannot be held legally respon- 
sible. To such an extent is this the case 
that there have been several instances of 
British citizens emigrating to this country, 
securing letters of naturalization here, and 
then, after acquiring a fortune, returning 
to the United Kingdom to enter Parliament 
and even accept office without any demand 
being made upon them to renounce their 
American allegiance. | 

Continental nations, however, are far less 
lenient, and time and again has the assist- 
ance of the State department at Washing- 
ton been invoked in behalf of people of for- 
eign birth, who, after acquiring American 
citizenship, had returned to their native 
land, either as yisitors ot as residents, and 
had been treated by the authorities, not as 
bona fide United States citizens, but as still 


subjects of the government of the country 


of their birth, being in many instances ar- 


rested for failure to fulfill their military 


and civil obligations as citizens of their 
native land. ; 

In one word, there has always been a dis- 
position on the part of foreign governments 


to decline to recognize the foreign citizen- 


ship of those of their subjects who have 
expatriated themselves, and I do not beileve 
that there is a single European power that 
would consent to receive as Envoy of the 
United States orfe of its former subjects who 
had acquired American citizenship. 

The expulsion from Germany of the two 

Barons Béselager seems to indicate that 


the Kaiser, at any rate, has modified his 


attitude in connection with this particular 
question. The noblemen concerned are the 
sons of the late Baron Böselager, who, a 
devout Roman Catholic and a prominent 
member of the so-called Center party in 
German politics, was rendered so indignant 
by the late Prince Bismarck's warfare on 


the Roman Catholic Church and persecu- | ° 


tion of its. clergy, including the imprison- 
ment of Cardtnal Ledochowski and other 
prelates, that he went to England and there 
secured letters of naturalization as an Eng- 
lish citizen. 
the great landowners of Germany, and when, 
soon after the accession of the present Pontiff 
to the throne, peace between the Prussian 
government and the Vatican wag restored, 
he returned to Germany and died on his 
estates. * 

His two sons, the eldest about 30 and the 
other slightly younger, have spent most of 
their lives in Germany, and apparently no 
atténtion was paid to the fact that, from 
an English point of view, they were British 
citizens. It is only recently that they have

who had violated the rights of German hos- 
pitaHty by unwarrantable interference in 
German political questions. Neither of the 
two Barons, I may add, talks a word of 
English, and they are not merely Germans 
but Prussians to the core. 

The chain which the Lord Mayor of Dub- 
lin wore around his neck the other day 
as the principal insignia of his office when 
welcoming the Queen to the Irish metropolis 
was a gift from King William III. to the 
Chief Magistrate of Dublin of the day. It

a gold medal with the portrait of King Will- 
fam and Latin inscriptions. It is regarded 
as the masterpiece of James Roettier, the 
Dutch artist; who is ranked by connoisseurs 
as the greatest medalist that has ever been 
known. The chain and medal were present- 
ed by King Willlam III. in order to take 
the place of the one present by King Charities 
I., which was carried off by King James 
and his satellites after the battle of the 
Boyne, on which account, perhaps, this last 
of Stuart Kings is still known at Dublin 
by the name of Dirty James.“
